ART PROFILE 


A WOMAN 
OF SUBSTANCE 


Caro Wiese is a lover of beautiful things. This understated collector, who 
recently joined the board of Strauss & Co, the largest fine art auction house 
in South Africa, talks of her enduring love for art and literature

I n his well-known 2006 essay 
on tennis marvel Roger 
Federer, author David Foster 
Wallace remarked that, 
journalistically speaking, 
there was ‘no hot news’ to 
offer about the dapper Swiss athlete 
and anything one wanted to know was 
‘all just a Google search away’. 

The same cannot be said of Caro 
Wiese. This retiring Cape Town 
publisher and collector, who recently 
assumed a directorship at leading 
auction house Strauss & Co, has 
achieved something remarkable for a 
woman of her stature: privacy. This is 
no mean feat. 

Two formidable and highly visible 
men feature prominently in Namibia- 
born Caro’s life story The first is 
her father, Japie Basson, a colourful 
politician and journalist, referred to 
as ‘the complete politician’ and often 
likened in the Afrikaans press to an 
Atlantic petrel for his indomitable 
spirit and endurance. Then there is her 
husband, retail mogul Christo Wiese, 
hailed hjForbes as ‘one of the continent’s 
most successful entrepreneurs’. 

But this is well known, all just 
a Google search away. Beyond 
the abbreviated details of Caro’s 
biography scattered online, there 
is, however, an untold story, one in 
which art, books and a Clifton home 
all feature centrally. 

This untold story begins in 1950, 
three years after the arrival of Japie 
and Clare Basson in Namibia, then 
a South African protectorate. 
Politically active since his days as a ► 
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law student at Stellenbosch University, 
Japie was dispatched to Windhoek as chief 
secretary of the United National South- 
West Party, an organisation with affiliations 
to Jan Smuts and his United Party 

Life in Windhoek wasn’t all politics. 
Clare, who is originally from Kenhardt 
in the Northern Cape and currently 
lives in a bungalow adjacent to her 
first-born of two daughters in Clifton, 
befriended Olga Levinson, 
a prominent society lady 
married to mining magnate 
Jack Levinson. An art critic 
and dealer, Olga introduced 
the Bassons to esteemed local 
painters including Adolph 
Jentsch, Fritz Krampe and 
Otto Schroder. 

Their work, says Caro, ‘still resonates 
with me strongly today’. She adds that her 
art collection pays tribute to this post- 
war era. But art is not the sole measure of 
her early childhood. ‘From a young age I 
shared the love of books with my father,’ 
says Caro, who in 2004 established 
the private publishing house Politika 
to collect her father’s various political 
writings. Theatre and music also ranked 


highly as interests. ‘Both my parents 
loved music,’ elaborates Caro. ‘There was 
always background music in the evenings, 
the cocktail hour.’ Her family’s tastes 
were worldly and liberal, much like their 
politics. Caro recalls violin concertos, 
songs by Edith Piaf and Cesaria Evora, 
New Orleans jazz and zither-infused 
music, in particular the score for the 
British noir film The Third Man (1949) 


starring Orson Welles as Harry Lime. 

In 1950, Japie joined the National Party 
and was elected to represent the Namib 
constituency. His ‘strong convictions’, 
as Caro puts it, saw him expelled from 
the party nine years later by its leader, 
then Prime Minister Hendrik Verwoerd, 
for opposing the abolition of black 
representation in parliament. The family 
decamped for Cape Town. An unflappable 
public figure, Japie maintained his 


involvement in politics, both as an 
organiser and writer. Caro variously 
characterises her father, who in 1977 
cofounded the Progressive Federal 
Party (a precursor to the Democratic 
Alliance), as a ‘democrat’, ‘republican’ 
and ‘public intellectual’. 

His strongly individualist streak 
rubbed off on his daughter, who defied 
his wishes for her to further her studies 
at Stellenbosch University 
by instead opting to study 
Afrikaans, English and 
history at the University 
of Cape Town. After 
graduating, Caro spent 
a year working at the 
South African embassy in 
London. In 1973, she took up a job as 
an editor at Human & Rousseau, the 
Afrikaans-language publishing house 
founded in 1959 and home to big-name 
authors, such as Breyten Breytenbach, 
Andre Brink and Karel Schoeman. 

Two years later she married Christo, 
a retail entrepreneur who, like Japie, is a 
law graduate of Stellenbosch University. 
The couple have three children. Of 
her husband, whose retail empire

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was founded upon a modest four-store 
discount clothing chain from Uppington 
in which his family had invested in 1965, 
Caro says that he shares her interests in 
art, books, music and travel. ‘He has always 
supported my interest in bringing together 
a personal collection,’ she says. 

Her decision to take up a non-executive 
position at Strauss & Co, which has 
achieved many records for post-war artists 
favoured by Caro, is based on her long- 
standing interest in art. It is an interest 
shared by her husband who, shortly after 
their marriage, presented her with an 
exquisite charcoal nude by emigre painter 
Jean Welz. A cherished possession, she 
displays it in a private space in her home. 

Caro’s art collection, while diverse in style 
and range, is focussed on mid-20th-century 
South African artists. Her collection 
includes a number of botanical still lifes 
by the e5q)ressionist painter Irma Stern, 
sculptures by Lippy Lipshitz and Gerard de 
Leeuw, as well as paintings by Alexis Preller 
and Walter Battiss, modernist painters who 
quested to define indigenous themes and 
symbols in their work. 

In recent years she has begun to look at 
contemporary artists. ‘I am slowly coming

around,’ she smiles while looking at a large 
oil by contemporary painter Georgina 
Gratrix temporarily installed in the 
Strauss boardroom. Gratrix is not in her 
collection, but she does have two totemic 
figures by Deborah Bell. She also collects 
William Kentridge, whose work Caro was 
introduced to by Amanda Botha, a well- 
known Afrikaans journalist and curator. 

Many people have contributed to 
shaping Caro’s connoisseurship. Aside 
from her parents, Caro mentions her 
long-time friend Marianne Louw, who 
not only sharpened her interests but 
also encouraged specific additions that 
contributed significant value to her 
collection. Abstract painter Christo 
Coetzee was a childhood family friend and 
Caro fittingly owns a large holding of his 
exuberant pieces, including an assemblage 
painting titled Butterfly Lighting in

a Diamond (i960). The work incorporates 
a rusted bicycle and was exhibited at the 
Museum of Modern Art in 1961. 

Friendships operate like mentorships, 
particularly for collectors, and one of Caro’s 
most enduring friendships has been with 
Charlotte Schachat. In 1971, together with 
her late husband Louis, she established Die 
Kunskamer, a discreet retail dealership that 
trades in blue-chip South African art. ‘With 
Charlotte’s guidance I learnt the difference 
between buying and collecting,’ says Caro. 
‘In her words, buying art is based on a passion 
or love for art. For collecting you need 
a “knack” for identifying key works 
in a collection.’ 

Caro is careful not to overstate her 
stature as a collector in a marketplace that 
unavoidably attracts trophy hunters and 
extroverts. ‘I would describe myself as an 
extremely keen collector of art, books and 
music.’ She qualifies this by adding that her 
motivations are entirely personal. ‘I don’t 
collect art to compete with others. I do it 
for my own private joy’ It is a joy informed 
by an immense and influential family 
biography that straddles two worlds. South 
Africa then and now.

Pool colour can be a dealbreaker as it is not an 
exact science. In general, white gives a pale blue 
that changes intensity with the colour of the sky. 
For much more punch, go big with faceted colour 
that reflects like a very clear lake. This pool at 
Uxua Casa Hotel and Spa in Brazil has aventurine 
quartz stones set into the pool floor. Mosaics give 
a similar sparkle but looks much less organic and 
dimensional.

reat trees possess the same 
individual character and 
presence as great works of 
art,’ e:5q)lains Dean Kingham, 
founder and owner of 
Habitat Mature Tree Nurseiy Established 
in 1991, the company is one of the original 
large tree nurseries in the Western Cape. 

What began as a passion for trees at the 
tender age of 12, with a special interest in 
bonsais, has exploded into a 15-hectare 
nursery - home to around 100 000 exotic 
and indigenous trees, ranging from young 
2-metre-high plants, to massive 40-year-old 
trees in 4 ooo-litre containers. 

The e:54)erience of visiting Habitat 
Nursery verges on the theatrical. Whether 
it’s the mind-boggling variety or the crane 
hoisting a Frangipani tree, in a 2 ooo-litre 
container, 12 metres up to land ever so gently 
on the back of the multi-wheeler delivery 
truck - here, everything is larger than life.

TREES TO ATTRACT WIEDLIEE 

If your heart longs for a garden frequented by birds, bees, butterflies and 
other wildlife, try these indigenous trees best suited to the job. 


DECIDUOUS SPECIMENS 

(lose their leaves in winter) 

■ Erythrina caffra (Coast Coral 
Tree) attracts birds such as 
bulbuls, Yellow Weavers, sunbirds 
and orioles. 

■ Combretum erythrophyllum 

(River Bushwillow) attracts birds 
such as Southern Black Tits, which 
tap the fruit, and Pied Barbets, 
which eat the seeds. 

■ Acacia species, such as Acacia 
xanthiophiloea (Fever Tree) and 
Acacias sieberiana (Paperbark 
Thorn), provide ideal nesting for 
many birds.

WHICH TREE? 

Deciding on the perfect tree can be 
a daunting task. Simplify the process 
with these expert considerations. 

FUNCTION Do you wont a feature 
tree or one for privacy? For 
screening, a multi -stemmed tree 
(branching from the base) will give 
good foliage cover from the ground 
up. For a feature specimen, consider 
the shape, colour and texture of the 
main stem, os well os the canopy. 

AVAILABLE SPACE The size and 
shape of the tree should relate to 
your space. For example, a narrow- 
stemmed single tree will get lost on 
a large, open lawn. 

ASPECT Take into account sun and 
shade movement, os well os the wind 
direction and shelter of the tree's 
final position — don't position 
a delicate tree in a wind tunnel. 

POSITIONING Your tree should 
look good from all angles, including 
from inside the house. Consider 
the vertical line of a single, clean- 
stemmed tree versus the sculptural 
option of a multi-stemmed one. 

DECIDUOUS vs EVERGREEN 

A deciduous tree allows for more 
winter light — a boon if you're after 
a tree for the lawn or close to the 
house. An evergreen tree will provide 
year-round screening, and save on 
sweeping up fallen leaves.

F or me, vertical gardens are magical 
tapestries of different colours and 
textures - like painting with plants. 
The beauty of these gardens is that 
the pattern of the planting is displayed on 
a vertical plane and is therefore much more 
visible than when spread on the ground. 
The plants take on a new life, as the way 
they present their leaves and flowers is 
changed entirely to a much more graceful 
and supple effect. 

However, these gardens are technically 
demanding. They require specialised and 
controlled watering systems that reach all 
over the vertical surface without spraying 
out into the surrounds. The water moves 
downwards through the garden and reaches 


the base, where it either has to be 
contained and reused, or drained 
away to avoid a soggy mess. The 
top of the vertical garden will 
always be drier than the lower half, 
and compensation for this should 
be made within the irrigation set- 
up or through the choice of plants. 

Since the plants are essentially 
held captive, they will run out of 
nutrients quicker than those in the 
ground that are able to develop 
extensive root systems. Therefore, 
a regular, comprehensive and 
focused fertilising programme 
is essential to prevent the plants 
from failing. Hydroponic systems 
can work well but are sometimes 
not in the ambit of the average 
person’s maintenance capabilities. 
Foliar feeding - the spraying of 
liquid fertiliser onto plants’ leaves 
and stems - possibly remains the 
simplest method. 

To my mind, the most prevalent 
reason that these gardens can 
be unsustainable and short-lived 
is the restricted amount of soil 
available in which the plants can 
grow. I am suspicious of all systems that use 
very small containers or pockets of soil for 
each plant. This restricts the plant’s ability 
to grow a good-sized root system and 
means you have to supply everything the 
plant needs - a completely unnatural set- 
up. So the systems that provide the most 
soil space for the plant’s development will 
be the most viable. 

Take care to choose a system that 
offers some sustainability as these 
gardens work out much more expensive 
than conventional ones. But no doubt, 
you will derive an enormous amount 
of pleasure and excitement from your 
vertical garden. ■ Franchesca Watson

xcl Vervoordt occupies an exceptional 
place in the art and design world. 
A celebrated art collector, curator, 
antiquarian and world-renowned interior 
designer, his vast knowledge and personal 
philosophy have resulted in a unique 
approach to design. 

Axel’s timeless but accessible interiors 
contrast classic antiques and contemporary 
art with rustic pieces and ethnic treasures, 
once described as a hough-yet-refined 
look’. Centuries and cultures collide to 
create a dialogue between old and new. 
East and West. 

Yet his overriding penchant is for 
simplicity. His spaces are tranquil, and 
seem to have evolved naturally. T try to 
create spaces that don’t only please the 
eye but allow for quiet contemplation and 
reflection,’ says Axel. ‘Silence is golden.’ 

This philosophy is executed with great 
panache in his family home, the 12th- 
century medieval Kasteel van 
’s-Gravenwezel on the outskirts of 
Antwerp where Axel showcases his ►

work, and displays art and antiques for his clients to view. Rich in 
history and romance, the house has many intriguing stories to 
tell. Over the centuries it has withstood wars, family feuds and 
the loss of fortunes. 

When Axel and his wife. May, acquired the property in 1984, 
it had undergone numerous alterations - many of which were 
out of character with the integrity of the architecture - so the 
couple undertook a two-year restoration programme to ‘cleanse’ 


the space of any unnecessary additions. ‘This took an inordinate 
amount of time and was no easy task,’ says Ax;el. ‘Despite 
wanting to simplify things, we were very careful to respect those 
alterations made by previous owners that were in keeping with 
the original style.’ 

A building of this age and size is forever being repaired or 
refurbished. However, the most recent renovations to the

by their son Boris’ wedding on the estate, which made more 
guest bedrooms and reception spaces necessary 

Originally comprising the gatehouse, stables, carriage houses, 
hay lofts, grooms’ and coachmen’s quarters, these external 
buildings were added to the castle in about 1740, when the 
entire structure was rebuilt as a contemporary country mansion 
by the eminent Antwerp architect Jan-Pieter van Baurscheit 
the Younger. ‘The man was a visionary’ says Axel. ‘His finest 


achievement was to demolish a dingy enclosed courtyard and 
replace it with a magnificent terrace and a matching pair of 
opposing stone bridges, one leading to the castle grounds, the 
other across the moat to the outbuildings and entrance.’ 

Today these outbuildings are a fascinating mix of 15th- and 
18th-century architecture, while providing a transition between 
the castle courtyard and the formal gardens beyond. Early on. 
Axel added a swimming pool and pool house to the south of *

the old stables and original orangerie. Although hidden from 
view, it is empathetic to the architecture and surroundings. In 
1986, a new orangerie was created in the north end of the formal 
gardens to cover plants in winter and provide an evocative setting 
for family lunches. 

On the ground floor, in the main group of outbuildings, 
a suite of large reception rooms is decorated in different styles 
to underscore Axel’s diversity as an interior designer. In the 
old coach house, now used for concerts or as a large dining 


space, ancient urns, fragmented Roman and Hellenic statues, 
and medieval salvaged architectural stone relief work adorn 
the room. 

Next to it, the loft room is decorated in his wabi style. ‘Wabi 
is my interpretation of an enlightened Japanese philosophy that 
values the beauty of imperfection and things in their simplest, 
most natural state,’ explains Axel. The room, which is used for 
pottery classes, is fllled with antiques and an eclectic mix of 
contemporary and Japanese Gutai artworks. 
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‘Here, time has 
beeome art. The 
beauty of its walls 
and eontents are 
enhaneed by the 
earess of the eenturies 
and benign negleet’ 



The loft room leads to the French-influenced manoir room - 
a comfortable place to sit by a roaring Are on one of the opulent 
sofas or club chairs from the Axel Vervoordt Home Collection. 
This leads onto smaller, more intimate living and dining rooms 
for guests, all decorated in different styles. There is also a library 
devoted solely to an impressive collection of garden books, 
and adorned with decorative garden ornaments, antique maps 
of the property and Provencal pottery On the top floor, where hay 
was once stored, simple guest bedrooms now occupy the space. 


Thanks to these intriguing outbuildings, delightful gardens, 
original interiors and the ever-evolving collection of art and 
furniture, this ancient house has taken on a new energy and 
modern-day relevance under Ax;el and May. The feeling that 
these inspired spaces have always been a part of the property’s 
centuries-old legacy is the greatest possible testament to the 
couple’s talents.

hen looking at designer Kim 
Stephen’s latest project, 
you’d be surprised to learn 
that this is the first time she’s 
used colour extensively in 
a decor scheme. 

From the front 
entrance, where a briglit bougainvillea is flourishing 
so well it almost seems determined to upstage the 
tall apricot-orange door it borders, to the tomato- 
red rug on the back stoep, this Bishopscourt house 
is alive with colour. 

Cross the threshold and the vibrant energy of the interior 
grabs you immediately. The double-volume entrance hall 
houses a bright, green bench, set in front of deep asphalt walls 
that are hung with colourful artworks and curtains in Manuel 
Canovas’ vivid Parfum d’Ete large-scale patterned fabric. Tet, 
somehow, it looks like the most natural thing in the world. 
In some ways, it is. 

It’s an unseasonably blustery and wet Cape Town day 
when we meet, and while we sit in the living room on a ►

bright, blue sofa, a fire blazes, warming the colours and making the 
room glow A small sculpture of a pair of golden carp glints on the 
coffee table. ‘The owner bought them inThailand,’ says Kim, where 
a pair of fish is good luck.’ It’s a lovely touch, although it’s quite clear 
that Kim’s success wasn’t born of luck. 

Kim’s mother was the agent for many of the biggest fabric 
houses in Durban, including Mavromac, Halogen International and 
the Silk & Cotton Co. So, from a young age, she was surrounded 
by colour and texture, and involved in her mother’s designs. It 
was only as she was leaving to start a career in PR, though, that 
her mother suggested she might really have a knack for design, 
d think she could see that I had a talent,’ says Kim. 

Fairly new to interior decor, Kim designed her first home in 2010, 
and has since worked on projects locally and abroad. These have 
all been mostly neutral, and when asked why she chose colour this 
time, she e: 5 q)lains that it started with the family room. It’s a small 
space that opens up onto the garden with breathtaking views of 
Table Mountain, d felt it needed to have a force of its own that could 
balance the pull of the view. So it was important that I didn’t include 
neutral and insipid colours in there,’ says Kim. 

The mountain also came into play for architect Sally Hugo- 
Hamman, with whom Kim worked closely. The clients wanted 
a classic house with contemporary appeal and spaces that would 
feel comfortable and warm for their young family. So Sally avoided 
floor- to-ceiling glass, which would have given the fullest possible 
views of the mountain. She explains that ‘vertical-format 
fenestration enabled the creation of light-filled rooms with ► 
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enticing “slabs” of view that are revealed as you move around 
the interior’. 

The windows mean that you catch glimpses of the mountain 
from the living room, and it’s constantly surprising you - you 
don’t stop seeing it and it’s not overbearing. A view is better if 
you frame it,’ says Kim. 

Speaking of framing, the artwork is half the magic. The 
works cover a variety of mediums, from photography by Slim 
Aarons and Gray Malin, to paintings by Kurt Pio and Aurelia 
James, to a collage by Lyndi Sales and sculpture by Deborah 
Bell. Kim explains that the owners gave each other art for 
their birthdays in the years leading up to the redesign in the 
hopes that the collection would find that perfect balance 
between feeling organic and complementing the decor. 

Kim’s final touch: flowers. Like the art, the floral motifs 
also serve to ground the colour. From pink lilies arranged 
casually on the kitchen table, to the iconic Martinique banana 
leaf design - the Beverly Hills Hotel wallpaper - in the guest 
bathroom, it really is the perfect summary of the house, 
or as Kim puts it, ‘the flowers contextualise the colours’.

Meylan, the French isle 
of Corsica more than 
merits its epithet, 
Island of Beauty. ‘The 
natural splendour is 
incredible,’ says Carol. 
Fred adds: ‘It’s one of 
the few places that 
has remained authentic. Plus, you can find 
beaches where there’s hardly anyone.’ 

The couple lives in Paris where Fred 
works as a photographer and Carol as 


the communications director for French 
fashion brand Zadig & Voltaire. Together 
they had circumnavigated Corsica three 
times before deciding to buy a holiday 
house there. When the owner of a local 
beach restaurant tipped them off about 
a new development on the coast near 
Porto-Vecchio, at the southern end of the 
island, they went to have a look. ‘It was 
love at first sight,’ says Fred. ‘I would have 
bought any of the lots.’ 

The plot they ended up buying was 
actually one of the cheapest because the 


developer believed it would be impossible 
to see the sea from it. ‘Tbu could hardly 
walk on it,’ recalls Fred. ‘It was covered 
with shrubland and lots of trees.’ After 
climbing up a stepladder, however, he 
realised that, once the vegetation was 
cleared, there would be a spectacular view 
of the Mediterranean. 

He already had a very clear idea of what 
he wanted to build and enlisted local 
architect Gilles Terrazzoni to help him 
achieve it. For 20 years Fred had been 
compiling folders with pages torn from

waxed concrete 
floor runs from 
the sitting room 
to the adjoining 
kitchen, helping 
to unify the 
open-plan space;

Absolutely nothing 
was left to chance. He recounts, for 
example, that he flew down from Paris 
especially to determine the exact 
placement of a series of large boulders 
around the pool. ► 




The house’s three storeys each have 
a defined role: the lower level has three 
bedrooms for guests and the couple’s 
children, the main floor consists of the 
open sitting room and kitchen, and above 
that the main bedroom and bathroom. 

The interiors throughout are cosy and 
deliberately subdued. Carol avows a love 
for linens and faded hues, while Fred 
insisted on low ceilings ‘so you could feel 
like an animal in a cave’. They both also 
claim to be allergic to white. ‘The eye 
is attracted to it,’ Fred continues. ‘We 


wanted everything darker, so the eye would 
be drawn outside to the view’ 

Fred was particularly hands on. He 
designed the kitchen himself, installed 
the salvaged-wood planks on the sitting- 
room wall and even took a two-day course 
to learn about waxed concrete, which was 
used for the floors and work surfaces. It 
then took him a month to come up with the 
right texture. ‘I wanted it to look like it had 
been cut directly from a block,’ he says. It 
is artfully offset by Balinese teak beds and 
stools, as well as some characterful vintage 


finds, such as the ceiling lights above the 
dining table and the fifties Raoul Guys 
Anton/ armchairs in the sitting room. 

It’s during summer that the house and its 
surroundings really come to life, especially 
as seven of the neighbouring homes belong 
to friends. ‘It’s like a community’ says 
Carol. ‘There’s a party at a different house 
every evening.’ Sometimes they are forced 
to extend their holidays when flights are 
cancelled due to high winds. ‘But that’s fine 
with us,’ says Carol. ‘It’s part of the beauty 
ofbeing on an island.’ ■

treasure island 

AT TRESCO ABBEY GARDEN IN THE ISLES OF SCILLY OFF THE CORNISH COAST, 

A PRECIOUS AND UNUSUAL COLLECTION OF PLANTS ARE READY TO BE DISCOVERED

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here is something completely enchanting about arriving on 
a tiny island by boat, leaving reality far behind, and Tresco, with its 
turquoise waters, white sandy beaches and heather-clad hillsides, 
feels miles away from anywhere. The shallow water separating it 
from the other islands recedes at low tide to reveal old farm walls 
that disappear into the sea, fuelling the myth that these islands 
were once the peaks of a drowned kingdom known as Lyonesse 
that was said to have joined the Isles of Scilly to Cornwall. These 
fables only serve to heighten the sense of intrigue that surround the 
islands, setting the context for a visit to the wonderful Tresco Abbey 
Garden, where you will be transported into a different world. 

Instead of sea, rock and sand, this is a world of plants - albeit 
few that you will recognise. Although the island is often battered 
by strong winds, the climate is mild by British standards, which 
means that, given adequate shelter, an astonishing range of plants, 
not seen anywhere else in Britain, can grow here. 

Created in the early 19th century by Augustus Smith, the 
gardens occupy some 6 hectares, radiating out from the ruins of 
a 12th-century Benedictine priory. Smith realised that here he 
would be able to make a garden unlike any other, and began to 
build walls and plant a shelter belt of Monterey pines and cypress 
trees to shield the garden from the salt-laden winds. 

Today it’s owned by the Dorrien- Smith family, descendants of 
Augustus Smith, and the garden continues to grow and thrive, 
thanks to curator Mike Nelhams, who spends much time forging 
relationships with other gardens, and setting up plant and seed 
exchanges, so that Tresco’s plant collections are always changing. ► 








These collaborations stood the garden in good stead when the 
island suffered terrible damage from snow storms in 1987 and the 
notorious hurricane of 1990. ‘It took at least two years to sort 
everything out, but all our networking gardens were incredibly 
generous in donating plants and seeds,’ says Mike. It also gave 
him the opportunity to plant the new Mediterranean garden, 
as well as to replace much of the shelter belt, this time varying 
the tree species to minimise the chance of it suffering the same 
level of damage in the future. ‘We’ve put in a much more mixed 
windbreak, with banksias from Australia, Metrosideros excelsa from 
New Zealand and Myrtus luma from Chile,’ explains Mike. 

This cosmopolitan list of plants is a hint of what is to come inside 
the garden, where one minute visitors find themselves wandering 
through a shady New Zealand tree-fern glade and the next, 
emerging into bright sunshine among the agaves and succulents of 
what could be a Mexican desert. Further up the terraced garden, 
you are transported to Kirstenbosch National Botanical Garden 
in South Africa, enveloped by proteas and Belladonna Lilies, and 
then catapulted into an aromatic Australian eucalyptus forest. 

‘In a relatively small area we can create very different spaces - it’s 
almost like taking a trip around the world,’ says Mike. 

Climbing right to the top of the garden, which is arranged on 
terraces on the side of a hill, you can look down to see the jungle-like 
e:5q)anse of the place. Up here, there are views out, too - tantalising 
glimpses of the sea to remind you of the garden’s unique island setting 
before you dive back into the plant-filled paradise below. This is truly

hen South African-born British investor 
Julian Treger acquired what is now known 
as the White House, it looked far less 
impressive - and far less complete. The 
big drawcard, though, was the impeccable 
setting. ‘There’s this incredible fracture in 
the landscape right in front of the house,’ 
says Julian. After that, the landscape 
reasserts itself and carries on flat for a while 
before rising into the distant mountains.’ 

Julian knew the house had good bones, 
and it was through young architect 
Christiaan van Aswegen of Hours Clear 
that his vision of a low house with stark 
Le Corbusier-inspired proportions came 
into existence. Where the vision of more 
experienced architects could have been 
myopic, Christiaan saw the bigger picture. 
There was no progression of space, no 
architectural promenade -the house simply 
didn’t address that it had this amazing, 
exploding view,’ Christiaan says, explaining 
what sparked his unconventional idea. ‘It 
takes a hell of a lot of convincing to get 
your client to agree to hide their view,’ he 


ii: 


laughs, ‘but Julian was open to expanding 
the brief and turning the building into 
a unifled gesture.’ 

Christiaan and his team created a series 
of chalky white-walled courtyards that 
purposefully obstruct the house’s chasmic 
landscape. ‘We had to change natural 
ground levels to create two sequences to 
the experience,’ says Christiaan. The flrst 
experience sees guests ascend a series of 
stairs into a minimalist abstract space with 
geometric planting and the sound of 
unseen water, effectively removing the 
house - and the viewer - from the 
surroundings. As you progress through ^ 
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In the living room, 
under a painting by 
South African artist 
Erik Laubscher, 
sits a cubist walnut 
sideboard.

this space, over a reflective pool, you 
descend into another stone-lined 
courtyard and, for the first time, the view 
is revealed through the front door,’ 
explains Christiaan. 

‘As you head through it, you experience 
this almost cinematic view into the gorge 
and of the mountains beyond. That’s 
the point - as Le Corbusier would have 
it - the house is about a series of physical 
experiences celebrating light and form.’ 

Perhaps even more impressive than the 
natural views is the house’s nonexistent 
carbon footprint. Tart of the reason 
I wanted to fix the place up is because it’s 
entirely off the grid,’ says Julian. From its 
sculptural use of solar panels to harvesting 
all rainwater for reuse, the house sustains 
itself entirely free of municipal services. 

‘1 wanted to show that you can have this 
incredibly private, completely off-the-grid 
house that is still very comfortable. It’s 
a model for the way the rest of the land will 
be developed in the coming decades.’ 

Step inside the compound-like structure 
and you’re met with rooms in familiar 
white walls and grey slate floors, each 
carefully appointed in a melange of 
influences, from African hides and tribal 
pieces to Brazilian Percival Lafer tables 
and abstract Edoardo Villa sculptures. 
‘1 thought to myself, what would the 
sort of cowboy who was entranced by 
Le Corbusier have in his house?’ laughs 
Julian. ‘The theme turned out to be sort of 
Le Corbusier meets Ricky Lauren.’ 

This sense of multiculturalism permeates 
Julian’s art collection, too, Ending a sweet 
spot with diasporic South African artists 
of the 1970S, such as Erik Laubscher, 
Trevor Coleman and Cecil Skotnes. ‘Being 
someone who lives in Europe but is still 
strongly linked to South Africa, I’ve been 
very interested in these artists. They 
bridged the gap - and that speaks to me in 
a way that other art doesn’t.’ 

Lor all its ostensible grandeur, its massive 
scope and infinite detail, the house eludes 
any sense of pretence and is skilfully free 
of topographic missteps. ‘When you’re 
there you don’t really see the house, you 
see the landscape. It doesn’t look in, you 
look out,’ says Julian. ‘There are times 
when you wake up and the clouds are 
below you. It’s a sort of heavenly place 
that is somehow suspended above it all.’

S unday is grilling 
day in Lebanon. 
People set up 
^^inmanqal (a 
low rectangular 
grill) and grill 

chunks of lamb threaded onto 
skewers with pieces of tail fat 
in between, or spatchcocked 
chicken or quail. 

What I love most about 
Middle Eastern food is the 
combinations of fresh and 
heady flavours with tangy 
lemon juice, sweet-sour 
pomegranate molasses or 
fragrant spice mixtures. 

Grilling is the most common 
culinary technique in the 
region. Cooked close to the 
flames, the meat takes on 
a crisp char and succulent 
texture, and grilled meats are 
served with an array of sauces 
and herbs, and, of course, pitas. 

A Middle Eastern feast is 
colourful and communal, with 
everyone sharing dishes of dips, 
salads, seasonings and meat.

The turnips will taste great after 
just one week in the pickling 
liquid, but for that full-on 
saturated pink hue, let them sit 
for two full weeks. 

1 small red beetroot, trimmed, 
peeled, quartered 
1 red chilli, halved lengthwise 
(optional) 

450 g small turnips, trimmed, 
peeled, quartered 
j 2 cup red-wine vinegar 
2 T kosher salt 
it sugar 

1. Combine beetroot, chilli, if 
using, and turnips in a i-litre 
heatproof jar or container. 

2 . Bring vinegar, salt, sugar 
and 1^1 2 cups water to a boil in 
a medium saucepan, stirring 
occasionally to dissolve sugar. 

3 . Pour pickling liquid over 
turnip mixture and allow to 
cool. Cover and chill at least 
one week before using. 

Do ahead Turnip mixture can 
be pickled four weeks ahead, 
kept chilled.

A proper tabbouleh will be 
mainly vegetables and herbs,

thick wedges, then very

Dark chicken meat is the best for 
grilling: Thighs have plenty of fat, 
so they wont dry out. 

For the garlic sauce 

4 garlic cloves, finely chopped

3T plain yogurt 

For the chicken and assembly 

900g skinless, boneless 
chicken thighs, cut into 
2.5cm pieces 


2 garlic cloves, very

y4t crushed chilli flakes 
kosher salt

For the garlic sauce 

1. Place garlic in a mortar, 
season with salt and 
pound to a very fine paste.

Transfer garlic paste to 
a small bowl and gradually 
whisk in oil. 2 . Very 
gradually whisk yogurt 
into garlic mixture until 
emulsified.

If it does break, gradually 
whisk in it filtered water 
just before serving.) 

Do ahead Garlic sauce can 
be made 6 hours ahead, kept 
covered and chilled. 

For the chicken and assembly 

1. Toss chicken, garlic, 
parsley, cumin, paprika and 
chilli flakes in a medium 
bowl. Season with salt. Cover 
and chill at least 2 hours. 

2. Prepare grill for medium- 
high heat and oil grate. 
Thread chicken onto 
skewers. Grill, turning 
occasionally, until cooked 
through, 8 to 12 minutes. 
Serve with garlic sauce, pita 
bread, labneh, tomatoes, 
and mint. 

Do ahead Chicken can be 
marinated 12 hours ahead, 
kept chilled. ■

P opular British chef, 
restaurateur and 
author Rick Stein 
has travelled the 
world in search of amazing 
dishes for his numerous cookbooks 
and TV programmes. 


What is your latest book, Rick Stein: 
From Venice to Istanbulf about? It is 

a journey the long way around Croatia, 
Albania and Greece, as well as Western 
Turkey. The book attempts to describe 
the cuisine of much of the Eastern 
Mediterranean with flavour influences 
from the Byzantine Empire. 

What are the signature recipes to look 
out for in the book? In Venice, it would 
be Gnocchi con Granseola, which is 
crab with gnocchi. In Croatia, it would 


be Sporki Makaruli 
(aka Dirty Macaroni) 
which is a traditional 
dish in Dubrovnik 
often served on the 
feast day of the city's 
patron saint, St Blaise. 
In Albania, it is Butrint 
Mussels. In Greece 
Kleftiko, naturally, 
and in Turkey, 
two dishes — 
the Roast Chicken 
with Sumac and 
Pomegranate 
Molasses and the 
Hunkar Begendi 
(‘Sultan's Delight'), 
a lamb stew served 
on a bed of 
creamy roasted 
eggplant puree. 
What do you have 
planned for the 
Durban Good Food 
& Wine Show? 

I'll be cooking dishes from both Rick 
Stein: From Venice to Istanbul and Rick 
Steins India. I'm thinking of making 
a curry from India, a chicken pie from 
Greece and something exotic from 
Turkey. But it's not confirmed as the 
menu is still being decided. 

Tell us about your travel plans while 
in South Africa. Are there any local 
delicacies you are eager to try? I am 
looking forward to our three days at 
Sabi Sabi Earth Lodge and am fascinated 
by the Asian food in Durban, so I am 
looking forward to that — and tucking 
into some snoek!

Pass up the tango- 
tour cliches and you’ll discover a feast of off-the-beaten-track 
inspiration for the style hungry — and gourmet loving

B uenos Aires, the name alone is lyrical and romantic 
and, as the most visited city in South Aanerica, it 
certainly delivers spectacularly on that promise. It 
also delivers a unique brand of maverick flair. Where 
turn-of-the-century-style mansions from the city’s 
illustrious boom years lord it splendidly over the avenues of Retiro 
and Recoleta neighbourhoods, there are big, swanky Florida-style 
modernist apartment blocks with exuberant tropically landscaped 
street frontage and neon-lashed skyscrapers just a stone’s throw away 
downtown, a block from the presidential La Casa Rosada. The name 
means Beautiful Air, but it could just as well be Beautiful Mix. 

For starters, an apt and accessible (and it must be said, rather 
pioneering in 2013) example of century-spanning fusion can be seen 
at the Four Seasons Hotel on Avenue Posadas in Retiro, where an 
ornate Belle Epoque mansion provides a striking backdrop for the 
restaurant Elena and Pony Line Bar. Both are designed in a bold, 
contemporary urban style using leather, wood and steel to super-chic 
effect in an immaculately tailored way, much like Ralph Lauren’s 
hybrid aesthetic. Polo is a reUgion in Argentina, so equestrian 
references work well. 

Elena is gastronomic nirvana for both lunch and 
dinner - breakfast, too, if you’re a hotel guest - and 
is a people-spotter’s playground, whilst the Pony 
Line Bar is a quiet sanctuary of caramel-leather Le 
Corbusier and foreign newspapers by day, but by 
night becomes an altogether sultrier and buzzier 
Malbec-fuelled social proposition (and serves the 
best burger in BA). 

The city is immense and richly layered and, as 
much as the guidebooks seduce you with each 
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GETAWAY 




neighbourhood’s distinct flavour, it’s not easy to access cool, creative 
design innovation unless it’s already above the radar. Fueguia, the 
bespoke perfume laboratory, which uses all-natural, all-Argentinian 
essences to create perfumes of place, is an example of a fascinating 
and exquisitely curated indigenous endeavour that is already out 
there (and only just) but may remain undiscovered for non- Spanish- 
speaking visitors. What’s the key? %ur inner design scout might feel 
lured to the quaint cobbled streets of SanTelmo’s Saturday afternoon 
flea market. Beyond the exemplary stores of Gabriel Del Campo, for 
antiques and urbane quirk of the highest order, and Mid Century, 
for gorgeous chairs and cabinets sourced from European and South 
American modernist furniture designers (rare, as no one bothered 
to document their product so provenance is a puzzle), San Telmo’s 
currency of eye-candy vintage is top-drawer charming, but straight 
up the BAlookbook for tourists. 

However, Vanessa Bell, journalist (she’s the correspondent for 
Wallpaper, Dwell and several other premium publications and 
newspapers) and owner of Creme de la Creme, which specialises in 
bespoke trend hunting and shopping tours of BA, is busy changing 
all that. She’s your gatekeeper. 

Juan Hernandez Daels, a designer who studied in Antwerp and 
produces sublime discerning fashion, is just one of the showroom 
doors she’ll open for you. Her rate of US$125 an hour, including a car 
and driver for a minimum of four hours, is worth every minute for 
her translating and bargaining skills alone. Similarly, she’ll guide you 
to Jessica Tfosman’sJT studio, tucked away in a former service station 
she shares with an Ottolenghi-type cafe called 'Yeite, deep in Palermo. 
But, isn’t BA a shoppers paradise? Why would a shopping tour help? 
That’s the rub. BAs high-street style is either boho or flash. For 
anything more sophisticated, you need insider access. ►

Increasingly, food is the trend,’ notes 
Vanessa. There is a steak stronghold over 
BA cuisine and understandably so, as it’s 
the best-tasting beef in the world, but 

‘food is e:5q)loding at the moment’ she explains. ‘It’s a revalidation of 
the produce on our doorstep beyond beef and Malbec - we’re moving 
forward. Closed-door restaurants and pop ups with interesting 
wine pairings are all happening amongst the dialed-in Porteno 
community’ She’ll tell you for free that one of her favourite places 
to eat is Gran Dabbang which fuses local indigenous ingredients and 
Asian influences. 

Another of her flnds is Casa Cavia near the Botanical Gardens’ 
genteel Palermo Chico area. A restored 1929 residence, it now 
provides a venue, and an experience like no other in BA, with a 
restaurant detailed in Carrara marble, green velvet and brass, an 
indoor garden courtyard, a bookstore and the offices of Ampersand 
Publishing Company a flower shop and, again, Fuegia perfumier. 
Casa Cavia represents the stunningly stylish new face of BA, which 
is not only a beautiful mix, but an engaging curation of the new old 
and new, the local and international, the public and the private. Cape 
Town-educated architect Stephania Kallos, a partner at London- 
based Kallos Turin which oversaw the project, says: ‘We were very 
inspired by the idea of this small, graceful building having held its 
place on a block that has otherwise been completely developed - in 
its small elegant way it’s a very powerful force on the street. We think 
this is a lovely metaphor.’ ■
